AN ACT in relation to vehicles.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Vehicle Code is anended by

changi ng Section 15-316 as foll ows:

(625 ILCS 5/15-316) (from Ch. 95 1/2, par. 15-316)

Sec. 15-316. When the Departnent, |ocal authority or
road district highway conm ssioner may restrict right to use
hi ghways.

(a) Local authorities and r oad district highway
conmi ssioners wth respect to hi ghways under their
jurisdiction may by ordinance or resolution prohibit the
operation of vehicles wupon any such highway or inpose
restrictions as to the weight of vehicles to be operated upon
any such highway, for a total period of not to exceed 90 days
in any one cal endar year, whenever any said hi ghway by reason
of deterioration, rain, snow, or other climte conditions
will be seriously damaged or destroyed unless the use of
vehicles thereon is prohibited or the permssible weights
t her eof reduced.

(b) The | ocal authority or road district highway
comm ssi oner enacting any such ordi nance or resolution shal
erect or cause to be erected and mai ntai ned signs designating
the provision of the ordinance or resolution at each end of
that portion of any highway affected thereby, and the
ordi nance or resolution shall not be effective unless and
until such signs are erected and nai nt ai ned.

(c) Local authorities and r oad di strict highway
conmi ssioners wth respect to hi ghways under their
jurisdiction may also, by ordinance or resolution, prohibit

the operation of trucks or other comrercial vehicles, or may

(b) of Section 15-111.

(f) A nmunicipality is authorized to enforce a county
weight limt ordinance applying to county highways within its
corporate limts and is entitled to the proceeds of any fines
coll ected fromthe enforcenent.
